R. I., April 8,173S, nnd graduated from 
Brown University in the class of 1814 
after which ho WUB retained for.'sovera 
years ns tutor In that college. He then 
read law, and upon his admission t< 
tlio bur was appointed judgo of the 
Court of Common Mean, which posl 
tion ho held with distinction sovcra 
years. After retiring from the bonol 
yuars. 
ho opened n private school In Newpor 
»ml among his old pupils now llvinj 
rimy bo montioiiod lion. Henry Hull 
himself now nonrly SO; ilobort S. liar 
kor, a retired inorohant; Dr. II. E 
Turner, a prominent physician; Gen. C 
C. Van /limit, ox-governor of this State 
and I'rofosspr William O. Iliiinmond 
it present dean of the St. Louis Lav 
School. The two latter wore among 
his youngest pupils.

Crnnston was also educated in tills thei 
popular and fashionable school.

Ill 
politics wore always Doinor.ratic, hu 
ho was never a politician and took n

through Governor Dix of Now York,wh 
was a very intimate friend of Mr. .loslct: 


During the Dorr war the judge was 


strong DoiTlto nnd took an active in 
tcrest in the brief struggle. He wn 
clerk of the Supreme Court and of th 
Court of Common Picas during Phili 
Allen's administration, and samples o 
his beautiful penmanship arc still e 
tant among the old records. Ho was 
very fine classical scholar, and, up to 
few years ago, would "quote Greek an 
Latin as readily as in the days when h 
was teaching. For many years aftc 
his retirement from public office hcwa 
editor of the Newport MEIICUHV. Bu 
his doctrinarianisni was conspicuous i 
all bis wntingsjand his editorials rca 
to-day like essays. The judge owci 
none of his old age to easy living, for h 
was always poor and had a hard battl 
with life. He was twice married. Hi 
second wife and one child, Mrs. C. J 
Kinsley, of Germany, survive him. H 
wag always an inveterate smoker, am 
enjoyed his pipe and tobacco up to th 
very last. The funeral will bo solemn 
izedatnoon to-day.

The past few days iu Congress have 


been notable for what will bo kn<>wn in 
political history as the great tariff de- 
bate of 1888.

jarance of the minor partici- 


pants in the great dobato has attracted 
comparatively little attention here, in- 
creased only when an exchange of bit- 
tor personalities or an exciting, inter- 
esting bit of repartee has broken the 
monotonous progress of tho strife. But 
on Friday last, all this was changed. It 
was a day of great oratory, The tariff 
issue was presented from its three 
tides.

And from the crowded galleries of the 
House, with their rising tiers of seats 
like the old Collisoum of Rome, an im- 
mense throng of people looked down 
upon tho floor as if into an arena. 


At the close of Mr. MoRinloy's bril- 


liant effort the House went wild with 
enthusiasm. The Republicans cheered 
with all their might and oven many of 
the Democrats joined iu congratulating 
him at its close. It was conceded to 
bo the groat speech of tlio debate ou 
the protection side of tho question. 
' The greatest Democratic speech fol- 


lowed immediately—and was by Mr. 
Brookiuridgo, of Kentucky. His speech 
had been looked forward to in aim out 
of Congress. It came fully up to tlio 
expectations of tho public, and at its 
close throe cheers wout up from tho 
floor and from tlio galleries. 
Every 


mombor arose from his seat and there 
was a general rush to soizo tho orator's 
liand. 


Saturday was another great day in 


the House. The tariff talk was not so 
brilliant probably as on the preceding 
day, but long before the hour for tho 
House to convene the galleries wero 
densely packed with people who had 
come to hoar speeches by the two ac- 
knowledged loaders of their respective 
parties, speaker Carlisle and Mr. Kcod, 
of Maine, and probably no single ses- 
sion since 1870 has furnished more to 
entertain and interest spectators in the 
galleries than tho hours of Saturday's 
closing debate on the tariff.

boon worthy of tho occasion. The load- 
ers have ag'roed upon a truce for ten 
days, during which the tariff bill will 
belaid aside and the House will pro- 
ceed witli other business. At the end 
of that time we will see whether a vote 
will bo taken upon the Mills bill aud 
the Republican substitute for it, or 
whether tho debate on sections of the 
bill will proceed, with amendments.

An incubator woll man- 
aged will hatch 7fi per cent, of the eggs, 
and a brooder will roar 00 per cent, uf 
the chicks hatched, while tlio restless, 
pugnacious,'fussy lion will stamp out 
and kill one-half herbrood, and poison 
tho rest with virus of gapes and chol- 
era. 
Too much has been expected 


from incubators, and they have conse- 
quently failed with the majority of 
those who havo used them. And yet 
there ia one town in New Jersey which 
has a wide reputation for its successful 
rearing of chickens by means of incu- 
bators and brooders, and has u largo 
•umber cf prosperous poultry farms 
carried on by this kind of machinery. 
The chief.point in artificial incubation 
ii to maintain the requisite warmth 
with regularity. This calls forcunstant 
attention and special employment. But 
these are requisites for success iu every 
occupation, and should not bo thought 
any serious objection to artificial rear- 
ins of poultry. At the'present prices 
of poultry and eggs this industry may 
be made very pnilitable to' the young 
'_poople on farms and in rural villages, 
where a few acres of laud can bu easily 
procured. 


Iiucern vs. Clover.

The following rules are solf-ovident 


to mo&t tree planters, who, for want 
of attention, break soino of (hem, ami 
reminders aro therefore often iiselul: 


1. A valuublu sort U worth more 


than merely a handsome lieu. 


ii. Uood lifiilihy luauing roots nrp ol 


more importance than u symmetrical 
top. 


8. The roots should bo long and 


strong enough, and the top tnndo li^lu 
enough, to obeviato any staking. 


< ^. If tho roots of a trco aru frozen, 
and thun thawed out of tho ground or 
in contact with tho air, the tree will be 
killed. 


5. if frozen roots are thawed in com- 


w earth, tho tree 
pactly pressed mello 
may be made to live. 


(I. Manure should never bo placed in 


contact with the roots when setting out 
a tie?, but used fur a mulch or top- 
dressing. 


7. Trees should always bo set about 


nedcop as they stood in tho nursery or 
iwo or threo inches deeper, to allow fur 
tho settling of tlio earth. 


8. Spi e id out tho roots near), ........ 


ly on all sides, so as to brace tho tree 
well. 


9. Avoid particularly any small cav- 


ity next the roots, but till compactly 
against them on all sides with fine, mel- 
low earth. 


10. A small, thrifty tree, with copi- 


ous roots when sot out, will bo a good 
bearing tree sooner than a largo one 
with mutilated roots. 


11. Watering iu dry roots crusts the 


surface and docs not reach the roots. 


12. Toung trees should not beset i i 


t grass lot, or among any crops of sow- 
edgrain; but tho whole earth kept clean 
and mellow. 


13. Shrivelled trees, before planting, 


may be made plump by covering for 
several days, compactly, with moist, 
mellow earth. 


14. If newly sot ones Buffer from 


drought, mulch the ground about them, 
and frequently sprinkle or shower the 
stems and branches. 


15. The roots extend at far from the 


tree as its entire heigth; clean and mel- 
low cultivation should therefore cover 
a surface twice as wide as its height. 


10. As u general rule, cultivation 


should be continued for six years, eight 
or ten years from planting, after which 
closely grazed or lawn-mowed grass may 
be permitted, with frequent top dress- 
ing. 


17. The amount of manuring or top- 


dressing must vary with tho vigor of 
tho trees, young trees should grow two 
or throe feet yearly, and bearing trees 
one foot or iuoro.

Luceruiwill 
only grow upon rich land, and while it 
is a loiijj peieuuial it will hut last with- 
out copious fertilizing unless the soil is 
new and exceedingly rich. Even when 
-irrigated it needs frequent applications 
of fertilizers, and at its best the fudder 
is injurious unless fed with caution, 
while it makes very poor, woody, and 
innutritions hay. It is not the "desire 
to run down this plant, it has its place 
and uses in agriculture, but if any farm- 
er, deluded by the exaggerated pictures 
of it with roots 13 feet long and thicker 
than a prize mangel, should think that 
he can mako anything by growing it 
-where clover does well and displacing 
this excellent croo for the new old 
plant, lucern, miner its new name, 
ulfalfa, he will make a costly mistake. 


Influence of Food on Milk. 


The per cent, of solids is not ncccs- 


•arily increased by heavier grain feed- 
ing. 
In other words, a cow giving milk 


containing U or 12 per cent, of solids 
on a moderate grain ration may aud 
may not give 13 percent, of milk when 
fed rich ration. Tho influence of the 
feed on the milk is usually controlled 
by the animal's constitution and Char- 
acter. Tho position will bo fiercely as- 
tailed,.because the general impression 
is that richer feed will make richer 
milk. This may bo comparatively true 
«o far as tho fat in milk, is concerned, 
but all feeding tests on record that arc 
accompanied by analysis go to show 
that there is no assured influence of 
food on the quantity of milk solids i:: 
it when fed on a comparative poor ra- 
tion than or, rich food. The relation 
between food and solids is therefore 
anfized, but depends upon the animal. 
But the mixed milk of dairies almost 
invariably runs about 13 per cent, of 
•olids. —{Farm and Home.
